‘Depressed’

Senator Clair Engle (D-Cailf.)
has sharply criticized the gov-
ernment policy of labeling an
area “depressed” without ap-
proval of local elected officials.

In a letter to Luther H.
Hodges, Secretary of Com-
merce, Senator Engle declar-
ed:

“We did not set up the ARA
(Area Redevelopment Admin.
istration) in your Department
to force redevelopment medi-
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cine down the throats of ar»ag
that don't know they are (e-
pressed, that haven't aj
for this Federal assis'ance,
don't want it.

“Yet this has happened in
California. I should like to asi
why?

“I supported the Area Re-
development Act. It has heen
beneficial in alleviating cco-
nomic depression in many
areas. I hope overzealous bu.
reaucracy will not spoil it.”

SENATOR ENGLE quoted
from a much-publicized editor-
ial in the Trinity County Jour.
nal of Weaverville, Calif., en.
titled, “Lie Down and Be !¢
pressed, Damn You.”

Senator Engle said Califor-
nia officials have'charged that

“I BELIEVE, Mr. Szcretary,
that the involuntary declara.
tion of counties as redevelop-
ment areas without their know-
ledge, request, approval, or de-
sire is wrong.
